With a nasty sense of humor, foul mouths and playing the 
apparently out of fashion ultra-thrash of their forefathers 
instead of the currently-hyped crust metal bullshit that rules 
the roost in their native land, these two Swedish rippers 
were cosmically destined to combine forces. Both bands had 
already made a name for themselves by the time this EP 


was released so it could have been a real let down had they 
not delivered the goods. It turned out to be a speed freaks 
dream come true. The bar was set high and both bands took 
their turn crushing it! The beautifully fitting concept artwork 
only adds to the cohesive nature of this split. 

3. DAMNABLE EXCITE ZOMBIES / TOXIC NOISE split EP 
Fuck yeah. 

4. RUPTURE / NETJAJEV SS split EP 

As much as it gets written off by the weak and hyper¬ 
sensitive, I love RUPTURE'S fucked up sloppy punk rock just 
as much as their chain saw thrash. These tracks are from 
the last batch of original tunes featuring Gus on vocals and 
it's total scumfuck degenerate abuse. The NETJAJEV SS side 
is like having the official passing of the lunatic thrash torch 
captured on vinyl right there in your very own record collec¬ 
tion. Another perfect pairing with properly fitting artwork. 

5. IRF/WARSORE split EP 

A nasty specimen of ugly-as-fuck grindcore that just barely 
beats out both the SHIKABANE / AGATHOCLES split EP and 
D.P.P.S. / NAILED DOWN split EP for the final spot on my list. 

I doubt any of these records are considered "classics" but 
all three are excellent examples of two well-matched bands 
joining forces and just destroying the shit out of everything 
with equal ferocity!

2. SLOTH / THEE PLAGUE OF GENTLEMEN / DOM / WUZOR 
4-way doom split Lp - Okay, I'm a little biased as this 
was one of the first splits an old band of mine was put on 
without me having to get it pressed, this was released by 
Fred Painiac in Belgium and it's doomy as fuck. SLOTH 
tracks are funny, heavy and catchy as welt THEE PLAGUE OF 
GENTLEMEN do a WINTER cover even slower than WINTER, 
DOM is great minimalist doom prog, and WUZOR has a long 
two-parter song. This record still sounds great even after 
the TPOG scandal of finding out one of their bandmates had 
been a pedophile the whole time and got caught, the rest 
of the band having had no idea the entire time. That kinda 
sucks. 

3. CAPITALIST CASUALTIES / HELLNATION split LP - I'm a 
late bloomer CC fan and this was the split that really hit me 
upside the head this past year with their current lineup of H 
Murder on drums. HELLNATION is also consistently crushing 
but it was the CC side that really had me at "Hello". Who'd 
a thought a Jerry McGuire reference would make it into the 
pages of SF&L? 

4. NO LESS / AGENTS OF SATAN split 7" - One of my first 7" 
records is still one of my favorites, I found my copy in a 
hole in the wall record store in Vancouver sometime in '99 
just before I met most of the West Bay Dooryderz union lo¬ 
cal 666 in the following years playing shows with their other 
bands, which was also cool. 

5. ASUNDER / LIKE FLIES ON FLESH split CD/LP -1 went 
through a bit of an ASUNDER phase back in 2000-2001 and 
even though I don't listen to as much doom sludge as I used 
to, this one from Life Is Abuse is still one I throw on every 
now and again when I wanna feel slow and mean. And LIKE 
FLIES was a great band to pair them with, I forget if they 
were from Texas or wherever but their brand of metal fit in 
great around the SF bay area heavy scene at the time before 
it got overrun with the W. Bush era of tweeting hipster 
iPodpeople and all the heaviness moved away to cheaper 
areas. Fucking hybrid yuppies came back in a big way, 
thanks Google and Apple!

What s the history of PLF? Why cant you two play nice 
with a bass player? 

Dave: Well, we’ve been screwing around for 11 years now, 
if you can believe that. In January 1999, me and Frank’s 
fast, crappy HC band, Oleet, and my Grind band, Nervous 
Wrecktum, both broke up at the same time because our buddy 
Josh moved to Louisiana (you see a recurring history of 
shitty band names here?). Frank and our friend Dirty Jeff 


(bass player # 1) asked 
me to jam with them, 
and we were sucking 
in no time! We weren’t 
really able to play grind 
for the first year or 
two(we still cant), so we 
started out by writing 
and recording a bunch 
of shitty, crusty HC 
and Dystopia/Damad 
mimicry. Since then, 
we’ve practiced almost 
every single week, and 
played at least 400 

shows. 

Bass players, huh? What a total pain in the ass...One bass 
player stayed home from tour because he had 2 boils on his 
ass, and one missed tour because he found out he couldn’t 
get a passport a couple of days before we left. Neither one 
got kicked out, in either case, though. It always pretty much 
boils down to them not having the time. Like I said, we like to 
practice a lot and play way too often. 

2. What's up with the name? Anti porno grind or simply 
a sly reference to female genitalia? 

D:It was the weakest name I could think of at the time, and 
the other guys went for it. I wish they shot me down and 
we named our band “DisBrutality of War”, or “Hevy Deth 
2000’, or ANYTHING else. Its fine, though, we just use 







the acronym. Punks 
and intellectual types 
like it, metal heads 
and rednecks hate it. 

If you look in Profane 
Existence # 29 or so, 
there's an ad for a punk 
festival in the UK, and 
there's a cartoon of a 
huge, ogre-ish punk 
rocker cooing over what 
he calls a “Pretty Little 
Flower”. That’s where 
I lifted the connotation. 
Juicy, never-revealed 
truth here! Cover story 
material... 

Frank: Our band name 
sucks balls, indeed.

I think the same thing could happen in Europe. We’ve just 
been fortunate, for the most part, to be in touch with great 
promoters that get things 
done right. Life in Europe 
sterns a lot more laid back, 
too, so Punks and grinders 
might have more time and 
energy to put together an 
awesome DIY punk/grind 
show. Maybe Americans 
are just lazy and no one 
cares...Who knows? One 


D: Shit...in Europe the scerte 
is much more organized, 
like everyone says. The 
biggest advantages that the 
European DIY scene has 
are the existence of youth 
centers and squats, and the 
funding that the governments give to clubs that have shows. 
You don’t have to play an illegal show in a warehouse, or in 
someone’s living room, or in a shithole bar all the time... You 
can play in a well-maintained youth center or squat that has 
an adequate sound system (and maybe even competent sound 
guys that aren’t dicks), a fully stocked bar, and places for bands 

to sleep and eat. 

It’s great that the 
governments there 
actually spend their 
citizens’ money on 
things like building 
places to have shows. 
Besides that, the

That year 
was memorable...bands like 23rd Chapter, From Ashes 
Rise(they just had their 1st ep), Godstomper, and Assuck, who 
drove from fucking Florida and DIDN’T PLAY because the 
drummer was sick, and it was ‘too hot’. Granted, the fest was 
outside, and it was 110 degrees BEFORE the humidity, 
but man, this 15 year old was pissed. Ha ha! Back then, it 
was organized by the singer of the local Grind/PV band 
Rapport, Since then, it’s been organized at different times by 
our aforementioned first bass player, by Josh from R.O.I, by 
the two of us, and others. Tons of killer bands have played 
the fest through the years, like Catheter, Magrudergrind, 
Laughing Dog, Krullur, ROI, Verbal Abuse, Lethal 
Aggression, and about a million others.

Wlll» First off. would you mind giving me a 
rundown of the members of HUMMINGBIRD OF 
DEATH and how you got started as a band? Justin: 
Brian does sonic rhythm enhancement while I do 
all of the ambient/noise stuff you hear in the band. 

I started this band to be an outlet of otherworldly 
transcendentalism and paranormal invocation by 
capturing sub-particle auras using contemporary 
recording techniques...but Mike showed up and wouldn’t 
quit playing blast beats. Mike: It became obvious early 
on that my vision of the band was far superior to Justin’s, 
and now I write most of the lyrics and music, and they 


WIII» Not knowing much about your town I 
decided to search online to see what Boise Is famous 
for and seriously pulled up a page that said the only 
thing that Boise is famous for is potatoes. Please 
for my sanity’s sake enlighten me on some more 
interesting goings on in your town. Mike: Boise is also 


























famous for having lots of trees (‘bois’ being French for 
‘tree’), and for the local college football team. Brian and I 
are avid supporters of Boise State football, even though 
we could do without the jock culture associated with 
football and most athletics in general. (Look for a song 
on a future release which touches on this subject.) Justin: 
Yeah, there’s not a lot going on in Boise and football 
definitely detracts from its good qualities...zing bitches!!!

They all sound different and bring a different 
feel to what we’re doing. We’d be here all day if I said 
something specific about each release, but I can say the 
best shit is the raw shit and our side of that DEAD STARE 
split sounds like pure feces! 



WilI»The Dead Stare split is epic. There were 
problems with the test presses on that release 
wasn’t there? Mike: If by “epic” you mean “short” then 
yes it’s quite epic. There was a problem getting a good 
test press for that one, but the pressing of our first 7” 
was the worst. At one point in that process we got a test 
and the plant had pressed side A on both side§! It topk 
4 tries for them to get it right. Poor Quinn from Fatalist 
Records, I think he put up with a lot of that shit when he 
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rjm his label. 

Wil|>>Tefl me more 
about the “This Comp 
Kills Fascists” Volume 
II. I didn’t even know 
this was coming into 
existence. Any word 
on what bands are 
going to be on this 
one? Mike: Of course I 
know what bands are 
involved. As we speak 
I’ve not heard any 
official announcement 
from Relapse, Deep 
Six, or Scott Hull (comp 
organizer) regarding 
the comp, so I will keep 
my mouth shut. I bet 
that by the time this 
interview is printed, 
there will be more info 
available. Also, keep in 
mind that 20 bands are 
involved, but if Scott 
realizes that that’s too 
much music for one 
comp, he might splinter some bands off to form a third 
volume. So I could drop a few names, but then they 
might be dropped off of volume II, and I’d look like a 
damn fool. 

Will» You deliver quite a different sound on Show 
Us The Meaning of Haste, was there some driving 
factor to putting together a full length with this 
much depth and different bridges to songs as 
compared to past releases which were more straight 
forwards blasts? Do you feel there was a different 
writing process as opposed to writing songs for 
the Goatmeal 5”? Justin: “Show Us” is a concept piece 


about living with Crohn’s disease, which you know 
is a whirlwind rollercoaster of rumbling, spasming, 
uncontrollable raw brutality. It’s a tribute to the real 
survivors that beat it into suppression with pine cones 
and moss...like pre-hibernation bears. Mike: You could 
say “Show Us” was a dumping ground for songs we 
wrote earlier on that didn’t fit with the musical concepts 
of our early releases. For example, “Panocide” and 
“Full Spectrum Dominance” were in our set lists 2.5 years 
and 1 year before we recorded the album, respectively, 
but were a little lengthy for the non-Ip formats we 
worked with at the time. By the time we actually turned 
our attention towards finishing an Ip, half of it was 
already written. In contrast, “Goatmeal” was a deliberate 












structural concept from the outset I conceived of it 
originally as a 5” of 15-16 songs. I told Justin about my 
idea and he said ‘fuck it, let’s do 20 songs,’ and then 
I said ‘how about 19 on one side and 1 on the other??’ 

We had a good laugh, and then set out to do that. It 
took several months to write those tiny little songs 
because we wanted them to feel like real songs and not 
something we just pulled out of our asses. I think we 
succeeded. 


for releases, I just hope we sort of push the envelope of 
what is possible in extreme music. We play for fun, but 
I have no problem aspiring to loftier goals for the band. 

I like to think we’re trying to prove that fastcore is a 
legitimate genre with the same potential for creativity 
as any other. Which is not to say other bands aren’t 
doing the same! Justin: What’s the opposite of progress...

Will» How do you think you have progressed 
as a band from show to show and release 
to release? Mike: I think we play well when we practice. 
We don’t practice as often as we probably should. As 



Will» There was a contest to guess the number of 
songs on your discography tape. How many songs 
did there end up being and how many times did the 
winner have to listen to it to figure It out? Mike:* 

There are 91 songs on the tape. 1 don’t know how * 
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much the dude listened to it, but he sent us a perfect 
track listing (minus the unreleased songs he wasn’t 
familiar with) along with his correct guess. I was 
impressed. Justin: He’s still lacking in awesomeness. 
Someone got our album cover tattooed on them, so he’s 
gonna have to ramp it up a bit if he wants to be a true 
fan. Maybe he could come to every practice, showering 
us with gifts...that’d work. 

Will» Please share with me some of your favorite 
lyrics Mike. I feel like you put a lot of yourself into 
writing intelligent lyrics. Mike.* Frankly, lyrics are a 
secondary concern for me, but when it comes time to 
write them I put some thought into them and try not to 
repeat myself. Favorite lyrics...”Carnies” springs to mind. 
“Invoking Jesus to build an empire on the shoulders of 
the faithful...” regarding evangelical leaders who seem 
to care more about acquiring money and power than 
saving lost souls. That’s a good one. Also I still stand 
by the lyrics to “Marriage Is For Suckers” even though 
Brian and Justin are both married now. “Codifying one’s 
love should not be necessary.” Justin: This question isn’t 
directed at me but since I inadvertently wrote lyrics to 
only one of our songs, I’ll say that’s the best one I wrote. 
We’ll have another contest to see who can guess which 
one it was. Yay! 


Will» I feel that in the punk scene there 
is not much celebrity worship as with 
a lot of other groups, but every now and 
then there are those moments... have you 
ever felt Just beyond stoked meeting 
someone at a show or played with a band 
you never thought you’d have played 
with? Mike: I don’t get ‘beyond stoked’ 
necessarily, because long ago I internalized 
the fact that people in punk/hardcore bands, 
even the big ones, are just normal people like 
me who like to make new friends through 
playing music. That said, CAPITALIST 
CASUALTIES are one of my very favorite 
bands and I was really excited to do a couple 
shows with them. Playing with DRI would have been 
great, we were supposed to play with them in 2006 
but then Spike Cassidy got cancer and it didn’t happen. 
Maybe it will sometime. Justin: 1 enjoyed that one 
band that kept saying funny shit during their set. Can’t 
remember their name now... Mike: DESTRUCTION’S 
END I think that was? 

Will» You have played with some intense bands 
including CATHETER. IN DISGUST. WOZCZECH. and 
FINAL DRAFT, do any shows stand out particularly? 
How was it playing and hanging out with with the 
great people in RAMMING SPEED and CANNABIS 
CORPSE? Mike: The aforementioned shows in Denver 
with CAP CAS stand out immediately. The two we did 
with FINAL DRAFT (once in LA and then 2009 Speed 
Trials at Gilman) were among our biggest shows to 
date. UNHOLY GRAVE/MAGRUDERGRIND was one 
of my favorite Boise shows. We’ve known RAMMING 
SPEED for a few years now, we love those guys. When 
they came through Boise with CANNABIS we didn’t 
visit with them very much because I had a family 
emergency to attend to, but the CANNABIS dudes were 
very friendly. All the bands (even ours) played well that 
night. Justin: Every band you just named gives me a 









boner. 


Will» I know you put on shows at your house 
including a show that raised an amazing amount of 
money for a friend with MS. how do people react to 
causes like this and do you feel like your community 
is supportive about causes like this? Mike: When 1 
have had a house capable of hosting shows. I’ve done 
so because in Boise there are very few options for all- 
ages jams. As I type this I am in an apartment but hope 
to be back in a house soon! The benefit you mentioned 
took place at a large bar, with $5-10 collected per head 
and a shitload of raffling. When someone in our scene 
is faced with a-bum deal and is in dire need, we’ve 
shown that we can come together to help, but I think it’s 
important not to overdo events like these or else people 
will burn out. “jesus, not another benefit” or “not another 
fest.” justin: Benefits raze the money to the ground. 

Will» Tell me about your bevy of other bands 
you play in. Are any of these bands comparably as 
serious as HOD? Mike: It’s hard to say we put any more 
effort into this band than any of the others, but HOD is 
easily the biggest band we’ve ever been in. Brian and 
I just came out of a rock/punk band called MANVILLE 
which released several recordings and toured around 
the western US. I’ve drummed for PILE OF MAGGOT 
INFESTED VISCERA since 2004. Also I drum for two 
long-running skate punk bands: UPINATEM and THE 
QUICKIES. UPINATEM dates back to 1995, but I didn’t 
join until 2003.1 joined THE QUICKIES in 2008 but 
they actually started in 1998. justin: I play in P.O.M.I.V. 
with Mike. Brian and I are in a pop-punk band named 
STRINGS AND CHEMICALS but we switch instruments. 
I’m in the pre-production stages of re-recording the 
WINGS (PAUL MCCARTNEY) greatest hits album 
using only kazoos and xylophones. Also, I thought I’d 
bring up that Mike and I were previously in a band 
(STARSCREAM) that makes us embarrassed for the rest 
of our lives, or so a review said we should be. Another 
review said, “Man, this band sucks.” 


Will» What are future plans for HUMMINGBIRD 
OF DEATH? Mike: We write songs and try to scheme 
ways to get out of Boise and tour (it’s not easy) on a 
continuous basis. Concrete plans right now involve a 
split LP w/ TITANARUM and writing the next lp.

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band to share the split with his band, both bands have 
similar yet not-really-the-same band names, the bands 
have actually no musical relation (style or otherwise) 
but the label guy saw both bands on the same show 
by accident and after 15 beers and 5 gin and tonics 
thought it was a great idea, etc. I find the split 
record still a much needed part of hardcore. It shows 
cooperation and shared values and just about always 
works in the true essence of DIY and underground punk 
rock. Long live the split!! 




THE SPLIT RECORD , a conundrum, 

and sometimes bane, of the record collector gets a 
little tribute in this issue. The split record has come 
under fire recently by reviewers for some reason I 
can't really explain. Taking a look at the Gimme Five 
article, there sure seems to be a lot of classic split 
records out there over the years. Why is it kids like 
them more than the old timers? As a collector, the split 
record is always a source of constant worry. Namely, 
how am I going to file tins in the mass of records we 
own here in the Six Weeks HO record collection? My 
first rule of thumb when deciding how to file a split is 
realty very simple: which band do I like the most? But 
what if the band already has many split records out, i.e. 
Agathocles, or Unholy Grave? I tend to file their splits, 
no matter what band is on the other side, in their file 


box. And let's face it, at this point in my collecting, 
these bands need their own fucking box. But then what 
about the Unholy Grave/Agathocles splits? There's 
actually two of these! I ended up dividing them evenly, 
one each. But what about lesser known bands with 
not many releases under their belts? I file the split 
with the band with the most releases. This is simple 
enough, the band with two or three records already 
filed gets the split. What if it's even Steven as far as 
releases go? The band I like the most gets the split. 

But what about bands with no releases? Then I file 
alphabetically. This causes trouble, because somewhere 
down the road, one the bands will get their own 7" or 
LP, and what if I guessed wrong on which band will get 
another record out of their own? If I guessed wrong I 
curse extensively, dig out the split EP and put it in its 
(now) proper filing box. Naturally, as my luck usually 
is pure shit, eventually the other band will get their 
own record as well and I'm pissed because I spent 15 
back breaking minutes re-filing this damn split record 
only to have it born out that I didn't have to re-file in 
the first place. I think we can all agree that any record 
or CD with three bands is designated a "compilation". 
But what if the label doesn't give the compilation a 
title, and instead calls it a "three-way split"? Fuck. 

OK, the band with the most releases gets the nod but 
really, any label that does this loses points in my book. 
Give it a title, dudes and dudettes! Splits are done for 
many reasons. Some of the more valid reasons: the 
bands are friends, the bands have toured together, the 
hands share/shared band members, both write songs 
about pizza, etc. These splits usually work out the 
best. Split records I don't realty like: bands that cover 
each other's songs, bands thrown together with no 
real reason other than the label guy needed another 


I’M ALWAYS INTRIGUED BY 
BUSINESSES OWN BY 

PUNKS. Sure, many of us know people who run 
labels, zines, or print t-shirts, posters, or other 
trappings of the punk lifestyle, but it's always 
interesting to see when someone takes it to another 
level. I got turned on to a punk-owned business called 
the Grill 'em All Food Truck (grillemalltruck.com) by 
foodie and drummer extraordinaire, Dave Witte.

The 
Blue Cheer looked good, and sure, they had a burger 
called the "Waste 'em All" but Municipal Waste have 
long surpassed being at a level where I know all their 
fans. The thing that caught my eye was the H-IOOs Tots 
of the Day. For foreign readers who may not know what 
tots are, it's short for tater (potato) tots and they're 
tittle nuggets of potato that are crispy fried. But 
calling them H-IOOs, after a much-loved but 
little-known band from Cleveland?! I had to know who 
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these guys were! In taking a closer look at the photos 
of the dudes who run the truck, it turns out that I do 
know one of them: Ryan Harkins, who was one of the 
singers in Killed in Action, is one of the founders/ 
chefs! I've known Ryan for many years now, we put out 
a KIA record that is awesome, but nobody bought, and 
while I wouldn't say we're close buds by any means, 
Ryan is someone I like a lot, and look forward to 
running into. I emailed him to tell him hello and that I 
was proud of him, and it turns out that the business is 
doing really well: they have an upcoming segment (I'm 
sure it will have already aired by the time this is out) 
on Food Wars on the Travel Channel. I love when good 
people start interesting, creative businesses and find 
success and happiness. The truck is stationed in Los 
Angeles, so if you're'planning a trip to SoCal, find out 
where they're serving and say hi to Ryan! 

There's just not an easy segway to the next bit of 
news, but we've had a couple of losses in the Bay Area 
scene of late. First and closest to me was the loss of 
Jody Handy. Jody played drums on the first Voetsek 7" 
and was easily the most talented member of our band 
at that point. He was creative, kind, and even in this 
community of distinct personalities, one of a kind, truly 
an individual. You know how when you stop playing in 
a band with someone, how it's always a little awkward 
afterwards? Even if the "breakup" was on good 
terms? It was honestly never weird with Jody. He'd 
always ask how Voetsek was doing, and be truly happy 
and excited for whatever we had planned. He'd still 
come out to see us play live and support anything we 
were doing. I don't think I've ever met anyone in my 
life who was as unselfish and enthusiastic as Jody. Ami 
and I went to his memorial, and gave his mom a copy 
of the 7" he played on. She seemed really happy and 
told us that Jody never shared any of his music with 
her, and afterwards. Ami and I were talking about how 
no one we know who plays music in this scene, really 
shares it with their parents. I mean, we've all been 
at a show when someone's mom or dad comes to 
see them play, but I don't think anyone really shares 
that side of them with their parents. I mean, that's 
not punk, right? So it felt good to give Jody's mother 
some recorded output of her son. The other loss to 
the Bay Area scene is the death of Bruce Roehrs, MRR 
columnist. I know MRR will probably devote an issue 
to him as he's been a large part of their sector of the 


scene for years, but just to throw in my two little cents: 
the guy was cool, nice, and truly loved punk. He was a 
huge supporter of Funeral Shock, and was probably the 
only person I know to ever review them who didn't give 
a shit about what bands the guys previously played in- 
-he probably didn't know and wouldn't have cared! So 
our local scene is hurting a bit. 

Thinking about Jody made me think of other friends 
I've met through this music community who we've 
lost over the years. It's unfortunate that the loss of a 
friend is what often motivates us to take the time to 
appreciate our friends who are alive and well, but it's 
better late than never. I love all of my SF&L speed 
team members and bandmates, the friends I've had 
the pleasure of keeping company with over the years, 
the bands I've been able to work with over the years, 
and of course, the person I love the most is my lovely 
hubby. 

Onwards and upwards. I'm really excited about this 
issue, and hope you enjoy it, too! Voetsek is doing our 
first U.S tour in what seems like forever this summer, 
so come on out and say hello!

I could get 
into some really graphic stories that took place at this 
rest stop but I don't think i need to incriminate my old 
friends. This place holds so many memories for me, I 
felt myself getting teary eyed at the sight of its demise.

HOMARD EN BROCHETTE 
WITH CURRY BEURRE 
BLANC 


Ah, New England. Take a minute and just free 
associate on New England. For myself, the mind 
wanders to simpler times. I think of the first demo my 
first band recorded, which was in a studio converted 
from a barn in rural Vermont. I think of my buddy Ari, 
and how we would get baked out of our minds and tool 
around in his Dad's car listening to the Misfits and 
doing our damndest to look sketchy in fucking 
Wellesley. I remember myself and three other dudes 
breaking into some guy's trailer home in the woods just 
outside the teeming metropolis that is Washington, 
Maine so we could film a scene for this dude Dieter's 
pet project film. I remember how me and Dieter liked 
the same girl and how I ended up getting to make out 
with her. Suck it. Dieter. I think of my sister in Boston 
and how proud I am to be her little brother. 


But lo, I am a fatass. Thusly, one thing more than any 
of these comes to the fore. I speak, of course, of our 
little pal Homarus americanus. The motherfuckin' 
Maine lobster, y'all. 

Let me preface this with a caveat; There is not going 
to be a vegan version of this one, because for the life 
of me, I cannot figure out what the fuck I can substitute 
for a lobster tail. If such a thing exists, seriously, let 
me know. There is some debate as to whether or not 
lobsters can feel pain. I don't feel this is the forum to 
weigh the merits of such a thing, but I do think that we 
can all agree; splittinga lobster in half is completely 
and undoubtedly metal as fuck. I mean for real dude, 
that shit is like brOOtal. With umlauts too and shit. 
Besides, I've been thinking lately, if you're vegan or 
vegetarian, what the fuck do you want with some 
meat-guzzling douche bag such as myself telling you 
what to do? I don't know, maybe I'm over thinking this 
shit. 

The nature of this recipe means that it is de facto 
horrendous for you, in nutritional terms. But sweet 
fuck, if you want to impress the fuck out of your guests 
with both how bitchin' your presentation can be (and 
with how much you make - lobster ain't cheap!) this is 
a sure fire way to get name dropped around the water 
Cooler come Monday. In spite of the last paragraph, 
and l guess this one too, I did NOT use whole live 
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lobsters for this recipe, since I didn't have that kind of 
loot at the time. If you do though, that's ALWAYS the 
best way to go, you can always freeze the claws and 
use the bodies for a stock. Anyway, on with the show. 

WHAT YOU'LL NEED 


- 2 Frozen Maine Lobster Tails (Thawed) 

- One Bunch of the fattest, freshest Asparagus that you 
can find 

- Vi lb. Unsalted Butter 

• One Cup White Wine (I like a Chardonnay, but your 
favorite will work) 

- A cup white wine vinegar (You can also use lemon 
juice or your favorite vinegar - bear in mind that using 
a darker vinegar will affect the color of your Beurre 
Blanc) 

■ 1 Shallot, finely diced 

- 2 A Tablespoons ground Coriander 
-1 A Tablespoons ground Turmeric 

-1 Tablespoon ground Fenugreek 
-1 Tablespoon ground Cumin 

- A Tablespoon ground Cayenne Pepper (or more if ya 
like it kickin') 

-1 Gallon Peanut Oil (ya heard right fuckers!) 

- Salt and White Pepper 

- 4 wooden skewers 

- Flour 

- 2 egg whites 


WHAT TO DO 


Ok, first you should take all of the powdered stuff 
(get your mind out of the gutter...) and mix them 
together to make your Curry Base. 


Now probably before you even did that you should 
have started heating your oit and oven. Ya like how I 
could have edited this so l don't look like such an ass, 
but I left it this way? ft's because f respect and love 


It's really tempting to just buy some ready made 
curry powder from the store, but essentially this makes 
you worse than Stalin. So don't do it. Mix together in a 
little dish and set aside. Take the asparagus and trim 
the tough woody ends. An easy trick to do this is to 
lightly hold each end and gently bend it downwards. It 
should snap off at just the right part. Set aside the tops 
and either discard the bottoms or, if you feel like 
snacking while you cook (I always do!), you can peel 
the bottoms with a vegetable peeler and eat these 
fuckers with some dip or just straight up. 

Next up, fill up a big ass pot with water. Something 
like one of those two or three gallon fuckers. Enough 
to cover your two lobster tails. Cover the pot and bring 
it to a boil. Now what we're looking to do here is 
parboil the fuckers. IE - we're not looking to really cook 
'em, just soften up. Chuck 'em in the boiling water and 
let 'em sit for like 3 to 4 minutes, no more. Remove 
the tails with tongs and set aside on a cutting board 
until they're cool enough to handle. 


Now we got to the totally br00t4l part. Yeah, I wrote 
it that way. It's my column, I get to revel in my 
nerdishness if I feel like it. Don't fight it. Bask in the 
glow. Anyway. Flip the tails on their backs and split the 
fuckers lengthwise down the middle. I'd highly 
recommend using a pot holder or something on the 
hand that you're using to steady the tail to avoid cutting 
yourself with any of the sharp bits of shell. 


For those of you who are wondering, yes my toaster 
over always reads 3:31. I'm really not sure why. Next 
remove the meat and discard the shells. Do this by 
gripping the meat at the part that used to be attached 
to the body (Totally fucking metal!) and pull upwards 
toward the tail end. It should come out quite easily. 
Thread the skewers through the fatter end. 
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you, dear reader. You specifically. This is getting 
uncomfortable, huh? Onward then. Maybe next time. 

Put the entirety of your gallon of heart strengthener 
into a large pot (or your deep fryer if you're fortunate 
enough to own one) and heat to 350F (180C). Now 
those of you who bother to read this column (thanks, 
Ted!) know that I normally wholeheartedly endorse 
unobservant measurement and a slipshod work ethic, 
but in this case, it's really pretty important to use an oil 
thermometer and get the temperature pretty much spot 
on. 



While you're at it, pre-heat your oven to like 150F 
(65F). That seems low, but you gotta trust the man 
here. 


over cook these fucks. Nobody likes mushy vegetables. 

Almost there, settle the fuck down. Heat a pan over a 
medium-high heat and add the shallots, white wine and 
vinegar. Heat this shit until it reduces something like 
80%, it'll basically be a syrup. 



Now reduce the heat to low, and gently whisk in little 
cubes of the butter, no more than one or two at a time. 
You could add a little heavy cream right before this 
step, it'll help keep the sauce from breaking, but if you 
do it right you won't have to worry about that. Keep 
doing that with the butter until it's all in there. Finally, 
take your curry seasoning that you made what feels 
like a lifetime ago and whisk into the Beurre Blanc until 
it's completely incorporated. 



Anyway, there ya have it. This dish is decadent as 
fuck, so if you'd like a slightly less heavy alternative 
you could always grill the lobster skewers. But that 
would make you a calorie counter, which means your 
kind ain't welcome here. If you give a fuck about any of 
this bullshit that's wasting perfectly good space that 
should be used for record reviews you can contact me 
at (new email address kids!) at cheftofalsemetal@ 
gmail.com and as if that wasn't enough you can now 
follow me at twitter.com/chef_falsemetal for recipe 
ideas and the latest news on how badly I'm gonna kick 
your ass at Call of Duty. Until next time gentle readers 
just remember the immortal words of Alice Brock: 
"Tomatoes and oregano make it Italian, wine and 
tarragon make it French, sour cream makes it Russian; 
Garlic makes it good." 


Season the flour with salt and pepper. Dip each 
skewered section in the egg whites. Dust each skewer PLATING 
with a pinch of the curry seasoning (you're not making 
rips, just a light dusting is good) and lightly coat with 
the flour. Alternately you could use Panko. Now for the 
terrifying part. Immerse two of the skewers in the oil 
and let crisp for seriously only about three to four 
minutes. Place the fried skewers on a rack on a baking 
sheet in the barely heated oven to drain and keep 
warm. Let the oil return to 350F and do the remaining 
two skewers. Do 'em hard, baby. Gross. Repeat the 
same steps and place in the oven. As always, PLEASE 
be careful when you're frying shit because splatters 
and such happen. Don't fuck around with hot oil 

Fire up a grill or grill pan to medium, brush the grill 
with a touch of oil, season your asparagus with a salt 
and pepper to taste, and plunk those fuckers down. 

Keep an eye on 'em until their done, be sure not to 


Take a recessed dish and coat the indent with the 
Beurre Blanc. Lay some asparagus in the center of the 
dish and the skewers either on top of them, or on the 
outer rim of the dish. Enjoy with someone you think 
may put out. Eww, he did it again. 



THE FIRST TIME I ever saw my writing in 
print was in 1986. The 3rd series of Garbage Pail Kids 
had been released and my 4th grade class was going 
apeshit for them. Apparently it served as enough 
inspiration for me to create my first zine, Garbage Line. 
Now in all honesty, it wasn't much of a zine. A 
handwritten sheet of binder paper with a GPK sticker 
stuck to it and photocopied. I passed them out at 
school and was instantly hooked on being a publisher 











magnate. This modest effort led to a handful of issues 
of a skate zine until I quickly realized developing 
photos was not cheap and constantly trying to shoot or 
get people to give you good skate flicks was a lot of 
work. But I had cut my teeth on self publishing. The 
people a the copy shops started recognizing me and I 
began to draw more attention to myself than I was 
used to. I had always been a doodler as well as 
addicted to comics so I began to craft some very crude 
comics of my own that that photocopied at the 
McWhorter's down the street from my parents' house. 
Being a comic book nut, I was already attending the 
local Bay Area conventions regularly, but now I was 
able to subject mostly unreceptive folks to my 
amateurish scriblings. At one convention I handed a 
copy of whatever my current comic was to a guy named 
Jeff Nicholson (creator of Ultra Klutz) and he 
suggested I subscribe to a magazine called Comics 
Fandom Examiner which covered the mini comic scene 
in-depth. Wait a sec, there was an entire scene for 
this? I'm sure I sent a letter to CFX later that very 
afternoon! Before long I was a full on mini comic 
addict. My buddy Chris and I would comb CFX ordering 
anything that looked cool. Shit, most minis were .25 + 
a stamp!! We discovered the work of now legendary 
artists like Jeff Gaither, XNO, Steve Willis, Ted Bolman, 
etc. We started publishing more of our own minis and 
even doing a review zine. Finally we discovered 
Factsheet Five and our minds were completely blown by 
the vast world of people making their own zines. 
Eventually my self publishing bug moved on to punk 
zines and 7" records, but the initial schooling of laying 
out, assembling and mailing my self published zines 
was the mini comic scene. 

That's why I practically shit myself when 
I came across Fantagraphics Book's Newave! The 
Underground Mini Comix of the 1980's book. When I 
finally held it in my hands, I couldn't believe my eyes. 
Hardbound and mini comic size (1/4 of a page) and 
clocking in at some 900 pages, this is the bible of the 
sub-underground comix movement that some early 
participators dubbed "Newave". Editor Michael Dowers 
was a long time publisher of mini comix under his own 
Starhead Comix banner. The book reproduces some 
amazing mini comix from the likes of Brad Foster, R.K. 
Sloan, Jeff Gaither, Bob X, XNO, Steve Willis, Michael 
Roden, etc. (I personally was shocked to find I own so 


many originals of the books comped here). Many of 
these names may be familiar to you because a lot of 
them did album covers, flier art, etc. In addition to 
the reproductions, there are interviews and histories of 
various artists and books. To give some perspective, 
the first mini that is spotlighted is Purple Wave, which 
was published by a couple high school students in 
Connecticut in 1972. These mini comics evolved out of 
the ditto and mimeograph sci fi and comic fanzines of 
the 60's which are some of the earliest fan produced, 
DIY publications and basically created a template that 
can be traced directly to this magazine you are holding 
in your grubby little mits. One of the most crucial 
and inspirational texts in the book comes from former 
Bay Area resident Clay Geerdes, who's Comic World 
collective published hundreds of titles. "The New 
Wave Manifesto" is Geerdes call to use the photocopy 
machine for art rather than work. "Newave is the 
child of instant printing. Anyone can learn it. There 
are no Aristocrats of newave, no comix stars. Newave 
is communication returned to people. It is out of the 
control of the mind manipulators." 

So here we are, 24 years after I scrawled 
out the first (and only) issue of Garbage Line and I'm 
still at it. Why, you may ask? I'm not sure. The pay 
stinks, the deadlines are tight and in the construction 
of the last issue of this mag, a big chunk of writing I 
submitted went missing. I guess it has a lot to do with 
that fact that the way most of us communicate and 
even our actual communications these days are created 
by, overseen and often owned by the same greedy 
bastards we are supposed to be pumping our fists 
to loud and angry music at. Sure, I have a facebook 
profile, but I still go to (what was Kinko's) every now 
and then with a completely analog generated stack 
of cut n pasted papers to mass produce against the 
masses. Geerdes was right, anyone can do it. 

ENDNOTES: Speaking of punk in print, I was deeply 
saddened to hear of the passing of Bruce Roehrs. A 
legendary fixture in the Bay Area punk scene for so 
many years as well as MRR columnist and fellow 
record nerd In an age where everyone seems to be in 
a band, doing a label, etc., Bruce was a fan, plain and 
simple. He went to shows and wrote about the music 
he loved. Your presence and contribution to the scene 
wiU always be missed. See you at the bar, Bruce! 
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Thanks to those who hit me up about the 
zines. Unfortunately everything is out of print right 
now. I have had the spare cash to print up any new 
issues, but feel free to contact me so I can keep you in 
the loop.

THIS ISSUE we were asked to try and keep 
our columns shorter than normal because of the split 
7" size/format. We certainly wouldn't be true punks 
unless we followed all instructions, so here is my 
shorter than normal intro and column. 

VARIOUS ARTISTS Grind Madness at 
the BBC 

This was a must own album from the moment it was 
conceptualized. Basically it is a collection of the peel 
sessions from earliest days of Earache records and 
the birth of grindcore. This means, of course, that you 
probably own many of these tracks on "Peel Session" 
Eps. However, with the improved mastering, corrected 
track listing, and sheer tonnage of music on offer 
here, I don't see how you can pass on this. Basically 
on this multi-CD set you get an LP worth of material 
from Napalm Death (34 tracks). Bolt Thrower (12 
tracks), Carcass (8 tracks). Extreme Noise Terror (22 
tracks), Heresy (19 tracks), and an EP worth of material 
from Godflesh (4 tracks). Unseen Terror (8 tracks), and 
Intense Degree (11 tracks). Some of extreme music's 
greatest bands at their peak playing live in the studio 
with total abandon because they knew it was for a 
national audience. For some of the bands on here 
(most notably Unseen Terror and Intense Degree) this 
is the best sounding recording they ever did. 


OVERKILL Ironbound 

Hot damn. True thrash metal legends who many argue 
was the first true thrash metal band ever (based on 
their demos). Throughout their about 30 year career 
Overkill has never released a seriously lousy album, 
maybe just a few "weak" ones. Well this one runs 
no risk of ever being called anything other than a 
classic. Overkill kept us waiting a bit for this record 
and the extra time paid off in this unbridled metallic 
masterpiece. It is the purest "thrash" album the band 
has done since the 80s and they managed to do it 
while still introducing new wrinkles in their sound 
instead of rehashing past glories. For example, some 
of the backing vocals and bass calisthenics are total 
experiments that pay off in spades. If you did REAL 
thrash metal you dig this album. Period. 

SEANCE Awakening of the Gods 

At the start of the 1990s, during the first wave of 
Swedish death metal Seance released two absolutely 
stellar albums in Fornever Laid to Rest (1992) 
and Saltrubbed Eyes (1993). They may have never 
received the same number of accolades as fellow 
Swedes Entombed, Dismember, Hypocrisy, or Unleashed 
(especially in the States) but it wasn't for lack of high 
quality output. The members of Seance also worked 
together in bands like Satanic Slaughter and Witchery, 
so it came with little surprise that they decided 
to eventually do another Seance album. Awakening 
of the Gods is the result. Although the title seems 
a bit bold, the music on offer backs its up. In fact, 
this albums sound almost exactly like you would 
have expected from a third Seance album circa 1994 
instead of 15+ years later. This is oldschool Swedish 
death metal in its purest form. The rapid-fire assault 
it delivered with harsh precision, demonstrating that it 
is possible to be both tight and raw. Like Saltrubbed 
Eyes there is a hint of black metal thrown into the 
mix, the result being that at times this reminds me of 
Hypocrisy. Great stuff. 

VIOLATED Only Death Awaits 

Another new wave of thrash metal band that wears 
its Exodus influences on its sleeve (just check out 
the band's logo). This might be a bad thing if you are 
burned out on the neo-exodus clones, but if you can't 
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get enough ultra-violent, bloody raw, rusty-razor thrash 
metal you'll dig this. I certainly do. In fact, it is safe to 
say that Violated succeed where many fail in that they 
carve out their own identity within all the hero worship. 

GAMA BOMB Tales from the Grave in Space 

My favorite Irish new wave thrashers are back for their 
sophomore release and in an effort to stick their head 
above the masses, have made the complete album 
available for free on Earache Record's website (maybe 
it was Earache's decision, but either way, not a lot of 
fans are going to complain about a legit full-length 
freebie). As for the album itself, it picks up right where 
"Citizen Brain" left off. Clean and tight thrash metal 
with a feel for melody.and a sense of humor. Think 
first two Annihilator albums for reference (with a few 
hints of Forbidden). Don't think crossover as too many 
clueless folks have done. This is nothing like crossover, 
nor does it try to be. 

VADER Necropolis 

Poland's greatest band is back for another round. 

Vader was formed in 1983 and so it should come 
as no surprise that their one-of-a-kind death metal 
insanity has always had a healthy dose of thrash 
metal. "Necropolis" is no exception. Similar in vibe to 
"The Beast" album, Peter and the boys tear into their 
music like a deranged pit bull tears into a litter of 
kittens. Vader rarely offers surprises but always offers 
a great listen. I can't recommend this enough. There 
is a bonus version of "Necropolis" that comes with 
two demo tracks and two cover tunes (Venom and 
Metallica). If you can find this version, get it. 

EVILE Infected Nations 

Evile's first album "Enter the Grave" sounded like a 
lost Slayer album from 1988. In other words, it was 
amazing. Apparently the constant comparisons to 
Slayer must have annoyed Evile because "Infected 
Nations" takes a totally different approach to thrash 
metal. It, for the most part, abandons the new wave of 
thrash sound and instead incorporates more modem/ 
progressive sounds. Instead of sounding like a Slayer 
record it sounds like generic band number 1,837 from 
the late 90s. I'm having a hard time seeing this as a 
positive, but if you are one of the seven thrash fans 


who, for example, prefers Forbidden's "Green" album to 
their "Forbidden Evil" album, you might like this. 


Norway's Obliteration continues their oldschool death 
worship on their second LP "Nekropsalms" and once 
again show that they know exactly what they are doing. 
Mixing plodding, doom laden passages with cranium- 
crushing speed Obliteration remind me of everything 
that I first loved about death metal. Imagine mixing 
early Fleschcrawl with early Asphyx and you get a 
sense of where these four lads are coming from. If 
you are looking for hyper-blasting speed or dazzling 
technical wizardry, you are going to want to look 
elsewhere. If you are looking for hypnotic and harsh, 
you'll have it in spades. The only weakness on the 
album is that in either the recording or the production 
the guitars are not as brutal as they could and should 
be, but no fears, this isn't Peter Frampton either. 

NYPOCRISY A Taste of Extreme Divinity 

Hypocrisy is arguably one of the most legendary 
of first-wave Swedish death metal bands. Although 
plagued by some inconsistency born of a taste for 
experimentation. Hypocrisy more often than not deliver 
first rate death metal with more than a slight black 
metal influence. Case and point is this new album, 
which picks up where its stunning predecessor "Virus" 
left off (with maybe some "Into the Abyss" thrown in 
as well). The music is razor sharp and cuts right to 
the bone. Hypocrisy manages to be both punishing 
AND multifaceted without losing any intensity. The 
viciousness is counterpoised by both the complexity 
and prevalence of melody. A superior album. 

GENERAL SURGERY corpus m 

Extremis: Analysis Necrocticism 

I was a big fan of General Surgery's 1991 first and 
only EP Necrology, so I feel the perfect fool that I was 
totally unaware that the band had not only reformed, 
but in 2006 released their first full length album ever 
(17 years after forming) in "Left Hand Pathology." 

It wasn't until I saw an ad for their newest slab of 
gore Corpus fn Extremis: Analysis Necrocticism that 
I finally caught up with the band wagon (there is a 
pun in there somewhere). I have since picked up both 
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albums and couldn't be more impressed. General 
Surgery have expanded their sound from pure Carcass 
worship to a more complete first-wave death worship 
heavy on the Swedish vibe (I did mention their first 
album was called LEFT HAND PATHology, right?). If you 
love absolutely rabid death metal played with pure 
aggression and, yes, brutality as if the world were stuck 
in a 1993 time warp cycle, then you must buy this. 

PESTILENCE Resurrection Macabre 

Many extreme music fans, myself included, throw they 
term "legendary" around pretty loosely, but certainly 
it is an accurate adjective when talking about the 
Dutch death masters Pestilence. Joining Thanatos 
as the earliest death bands from The Netherlands, 
Pestilence left its mark over the course of four albums 
between 1988 and 1993. Each of the albums is very 
distinct from each other, a fact that both endears and 
alienates metal fans. They evolved from a thrash metal 
band with heavy Teutonic influences to a pure death 
band to a progressive death band plying their trade 
with a strong nod to jazz (think Atheist, not Cynic, 
however). The first post-reformation studio album 
is "Resurrection Macabre" and for reasons I cannot 
fathom it has been getting a pretty mixed reception. 

Some fans love the return to pure death metal (circa 
"Consuming Impulse") while others seem to miss the 
adventurous experimentation. I guess I just can't get 
enough music that tries to tear me limb from limb, and 
that is exactly what Resurrection Macabre sounds like. 
Color me pleased. 


I have fond memories of purchasing the the first two 
Hirax albums back in the mid-80s and worshipping at 
the nasally and off-kilter alter of Katon. I also have 
fond memories of being front and center during the 
Spazz driven reawakening of interest in Hirax and the 
eventual reformation of the band. So I consider myself 
somewhat of a diehard fan and I speak with authority 
when I say this is the best work the band has done 
since "Hate, Fear, and Power." The new album has that 
frantic and almost out-of-control insanity that marked 
Hirax as something different in the early days. I hate 
to call it this album a throwback to the glory days 
(because its complexity and melody preclude that) but 
it does have the same quirky and unique vibe that set

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the band apart from their peers. Although Hirax has 
yet to release a weak record, this one definitely raises 
the bar and is my favorite new-era Hirax since the El 
Diablo Negro 7". 

INNER TERROR Behold the Inner Terror 

This is the new CD by the 80s band formerly known 
as Axemaster. Not sure I know the reasons for the 
moniker change, but this is nonetheless a decent slab 
of classic American metal. Precise and curt riffs with 
hard-edged, yet clean vocals (that are mixed too high 
for my tastes), drive the music throughout. Mostly mid- 
paced the band seems to make it a point to separate 
themselves from the power/speed/thrash bands that 
Axemaster was often compared to. 

SEVENTH ANGEL The Dust of Years 

Seventh Angel originally appeared in the late 80s/early 
90s as a totally unique progressive thrash metal band. 
Unfortunately, uniqueness was not always welcomed 
in a scene at the height of its popularity and few took 
notice. I've never heard the band's first album, but I 
did get their sophomore record "Lament for the Weary" 
(1992) and remember it as one of those albums that 
almost demands your concentration when you listen to 
it. Frankly the same can be said for their first-since- 
reforming album "The Dust of Years." This picks up 
where Lament left off. Dark and ponderous sounds 
woven into a uber-technical thrash metal that combines 
with vocals even harsher and more aggressive than 
before. In fact, this could arguably be described as 
melodic death/doom metal. Fans of everything from 
Candlemass to Celtic Frost to Holy Terror are going to 
dig this. 

MAD TRUCKER GONE MAD 

Born to be a Trucker 

This is not a metal album but l still had to put it in my 
column. After almost a decade MTGM have reformed 
and released a new record that sounds as if they 
never went away. MTGM are the most outrageous and 
over-the-top-country-western-psycho-billy-punk-rawk- 
altemative-to-the-alternative band to ever release 
albums so catchy that I'm amazed that mainstream 
radio didn't latch onto them and turn them into sell 
outs long ago. if you want a CD that will put boogie in 


your soul and make you wonder what the hell so poppy 
about pop music, you want this CD.

There were and most probably still are lots of bands 
with this moniker around, so don't confuse these 
Finnish cats with other groups with the same name.

American crews who called themselves DAMAGE: 

1. ) there's the one with the "Jay walk" 7" from '84, 

2. ) we've the one with the "Sins of our fathers" and 
"Recorded live off the board at CBGB" LPs ('84 and 
'87) and 3.) there's the one with the "Final" 7" from 
'02. Holy shit are the punks so dull that they give their 
band a name that's used a thousand times before? 
Right now as I'm alone at home, I'm shaking my head 
not only in solitude, but more in futility. Hhmmm, when 
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this DAMAGE existed, there were at least two US troops 
with the same name, but however, let's chat about 
the Finnish one... On their same titled 7", where the 
lyrics can be read on the back sleeve, DAMAGE set 
free a healthy dose of up beat, muscular in addition 
to sincerely powerful hardcorepunk that contained a 
songster who actually could sing. At the moment I'm 
not sure to whom I can compare these five songs with, 
thus you've to believe me that this amazing single 
pretty much rocks like there's no tomorrow. One year 
passed and unhappily the "The immortal death" LP 
found its way out of the pressing plant. I'm writing 
"unhappily" because this LP carries only slower and 
relatively boring metallic crossover that's not worth a 
listen. To be honest, I didn't pay attention to this album 
in about two decades, but (when it comes to music...) 
somehow my senile brain still works, therefore I knew 
before that "The immortal death" still sounds like a 
terrible version of the worst PRONG albums and I'm 
speaking not about "Beg to differ", which is weak, but 
gold compared to this piss of shit. DAMAGE even gets 
poorer when their singer tries to copy Nick Blinko of 
the timeless RUDIMENTARY PENI on "In the middle of 
coldness" or "Time of madness" - that's thoroughly 
embarrassing. Man, a feeble combination of PRONG'S 
shiftiest stuff and a parody of Nick Blinko simply cannot 
work. When all is said and done, the EP, which alas 
wasn't repressed or bootlegged, rules, but the LP (God 
should be blessed for not allowing re-releasing it) is a 
waste of time.

On their first and simultaneously last output, this 
foursome dished up mid tempo to slightly more 


hurried, wholly pungent in addition to always 
completely remarkable hardcore punk with a more or 
less melodic, yet pissed off singer. No complaints, in 
opposite to the harsh and severe political hardcore 
performed by bands like for example KANSAN UUTISET, 
TERVEET KADET or RIISTETYT, this is exactly the kind of 
harmonious punk that came out in Finland back in the 
day: Tuneful without being watered-down and catchy 
without being wimpy, all of these tracks could easily 
also have been on either APPENDIX' "Ei raha oo mun 
valuuttaa" LP from '82 (by the way, the title translates 
into "Money is not my currency") or on the "Huora" 

7" from '83 ("Huora" = "Whore") and this was a 
compliment I'm not coming up with very often. This is 
really, really awesome shit from a band tong forgotten, 
or better, unheard, which is a shame since K0HTAL0N 
LAPSET definitely was splendid as all of these five 
vigorous songs are fucking anthems. Unfortunately this 
7" was never re-issued or got the bootleg treatment, 
but to call it "just" a gem would be an understatement.

Ugh, what is going on on this 7" cannot get more 
varied as every fucking track literally sounds totally 
different. I hate writing reviews like this as, much like 
on a wide-ranging compilation, it should be necessary 
to comment each and every song and something like 
that tramples on my nerves because I don't have ssooo 
much spare time... However, I'll keep this analysis 
simple and to the point: Here you're treated with either 
acoustic, mellow, but always sarcastic shit with sweat 
vocals or with quicker, more powerful punk with a bit 
barking singing parts. It's like I said, this is totally 
multicolored punkrock, but in one way or another 
I really enjoy ELINAN SURMA's soundscapes since 
they're still innovative as someone can get. I presume 
that only 300 copies of this stunning success were 
made cuz in '91, the bigoted straight edge preachers 
didn't listen to anything but to dogmatic drug-free 
music - too bad for them that they either aren't 
around anymore (obvious) or are still preaching to 
the converted (not very realistic) in order to check out 
something this creative. And it's even worse for all of 
you, my dear open-minded reader, that this pearl was 
neither officially nor illegally repressed. What a toss 
for mankind... 


okay, hasty, strong hardcore that lived from the throaty, 
yet clean voice of their shouter who's sometimes 
reminiscent of the singer in UNDERDOG. In contrary 
to most bands within this excurse, LEATHERSTRESS 
didn't sound like an archetypal Finnish hardcore/punk 
company because I assume they were influenced more 
by the American scene. In my tender ears, this EP kind 
of echoes like a mixture between the aforementioned 
UNDERDOG and a fragile adaptation of POISON IDEA 
or something. All in all this little platter, which was 
never re-issued and came with utterly no extras (lyrics, 
inserts, etc.), is by far no milestone, but a pleasant 
effort for sure.

Even the members of this band were also in more 
famous troops like for instance PAINAJAINEN, KAUNEUS 
& TERVEYS, K0HTAL0N LAPSET (perhaps they're not that 
notorious) and so forth, NEKROFOBIA almost stayed 
in mystery. I guess that's no world wonder because 
they released just this 7" in an edition of 200 copies 
only and then drowned within the sea of obliteration. 
Well, the music on this piece of vinyl is not that easy 
to describe, so I just say that their brand of not too 
speedy, potent and kind of sloppy punkrock with snotty 
singing parts is not bad. These five songs remind me 
a little bit of the political punk or anarchocore that 
came out of the United Kingdom within this era we're 
speaking about, but NEKROFOBIA always managed to 
have this classic Finnish approach, which, of course. 
















is a huge plus in my book. This EP, which lives in a 
typical mid '80's folded piece of paper, where the 
lyrics are printed on the inside, was never repressed or 
bootlegged, so if you got curious, I fear you've to hunt 
down an original copy on eBay. Since I abhor this site 
like the plague, I don't know how your chances are, but 
I suppose not very good...

On their first 7", the "Marsilaisten invaasio" EP, 
RADIOACTIVE were on fire with some pretty rapid, 
raging and entirely unapologetic, slightly (!!) crossover 
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infected thrashing hardcore with a great screaming 
singer. No frills shit, which contains a very few guitar 
solos that doesn't hurt too much because the crossover 
assault leans more towards the hardcore side of things 
instead of wandering too deep into metal hemispheres. 
No matter what it takes, this 7" is truly astounding, but 
come what may, it cannot match with the second 7" as 
this puppy is more vicious. While the production is a 
little bit muddier than the one on the debut, "Herra..." 
destroys your speakers with even faster, nastier and 
this time nearly metal free hardcore in its most cruel 
form: Give Loser some spiteful ear-piercing, mad 
as fuck Finnish punk and he's satisfied - it's as easy 
as it can get. Before I'll forget, among these nine 
funerals is a very cool cover version of EUTHANASIA'S 
"Videonsaantipakko" from their "Oloriefot putkosessa, 
kemoryolot kabinessa ep" 7" and/or from the split 7" 
flexi w/ Japan's MACROFARGE (yes, all three songs 
from EUTHANASIA'S side of the 7" flexi were taken 
from the EP with the complicated title). Anyway, both 
7"ers have, which is kind of common for Finnish punk 
records of this epoch, a poor artwork and weren't 
re-released or bootlegged, but at least the lyrics are 
included, which is okay, but makes only sense if you're 
able to understand this language (I don't...). Oh yeah, 
their drummer Marko went to play in such prominent 
bands such as AMEN (guitar), RYTMIHAIRIO (vocals) 
and UUTUUS (vocals) if something like this important 
for you. All things considered, RADIOACTIVE definitely 
stood the test of time!! 


TUOMIO - "Elinkautinen" EP

On this EP, four fairly young looking, there or 
thereabouts long haired dudes outia Vaasa are, big 
surprise, not waving the thrash metal flag, but rather 
a marvelous brand of speed and melody. Though, 
not as swift as other of their country mates, TUOMIO 
provide the goods with a fair amount of habitually 
hasty, abrasive, straightforward hardcore, which due 
the kind of mellow, but powerful guitar work as well 
as of the angry vox is a force to be reckoned with. 


SAASTE - "Sebastian - ep" EP 

13 tracks / Self released /1990 

SAASTE were four really young looking men, who, 
according to the pictures on the back cover as well as 
in the inner print, had a lot of fun recording this EP. 
Welt Finnish punk 7"ers with thirteen tracks on it were 
an exception in the late '80's / early '90's, but SAASTE 
had the guts to cram this amount of tunes on their 
one and only output. The music can be portrayed best 
as pretty fast, clear-cut and in a good way uncaring, 
energetic hardcore that had lots of angry in addition 
to hilarious youthful energy. Raging, bouncy and 
humorous punk was SAASTE's goal and they executed 
it awesomely. Sadly no one came up with the idea to 
re-release this nugget, but to me, this 7" is a totally 
extraordinary attempt which is a hell of a lot of joy to 
listen to, so let us hope you'll find a copy within the 
bargain bin of your local record store. 
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Compared to the grindcore stuff that comes out of 
Finland nowadays (ROTTEN SOUND, etc.), "Elinkautinen" 
is of course by far not as frantic, but at least some 
breathtaking hardcorepunk with an excellent sense 
for melodies that will stick in your soul for months 
nonetheless. This EP comes with the Finnish lyrics 
printed inside of the fold-out sleeve plus with a sheet 
that contains the English translations as well as with an 
ad of a TURUN TAUTI 7". Shamelessly this masterpiece 
wasn't repressed or bootlegged, which brings me to 
the question again why every fart from a "well-known 
killed by bloodstains" gang is available for cheap for 
a second time and jewels like this fucker are ignored 
constantly. Sometimes life's unfair. 


overpowering and absolutely relentless hardcore 
with the, for this country and time, all so common 
hoarse screaming vocals. All nine raw as fuck and 
sloppy (I mean this in the best way possible) cuts are 
nothing but brilliant, but what released VARAUS on 
the "Tuomittu elamaan e.p." 7" one year later beats 
the friggin' shit out of the longplayer. Even VARAUS 
don't act much faster; here you're assaulted with an 
entirely ferocious, burly plus intense ambush of early 
'80's Finnish punk punishment. Shit, if I'd be able 
to understand this language, I would sing along like 
the idiot I'm just because the lyrics are printed on 
the inside of the folder. Finnish hardcore was never 
played any better and after more than twenty-five 
years after this bastard was put out, its still one of the 
best Finnish punk EPs ever as this fucker slaughters 
without any compassion. VARAUS also appeared on a 
couple of compilations such as the "Hardcore '83" LP 
(2 tracks / Propaganda Records /1983 / 2.000 made), 
the "Yalta hi-life" LP (6 tracks / Barabbas Records / 
1984), the "Finnish spunk - hard beat" LP (2 tracks 
/ Rock-O-Rama Records / 1984), the "Propaganda 
live" LP (2 tracks / Rock-O-Rama Records /1984), 
the "Brutal thrashin' hardcore" LP (2 tracks / Rock-O- 
Rama Records / 1989), the "Hardcore holocaust" LP (2 
tracks / Fuckin' Finnland Records /1998 / Note: This 
is the bootleg of the „Finnish spunk - hard beat" LP 
which came out on the shitty Rock-O-Rama Records) 
and on the "Killed by Finnish hardcore - raw, rare 
hardcore '81 - '85" LP (1 track / Redrum Records / 
2003). All of VARAUS' demonstrations on wax are rare 
and especially due to the awfully restrictions of both 
records of their own, it's nearly impossible to find the 
original copies for a reasonable price, but - drum roll 
please - luckily most of their abovementioned stuff 
is available on the "Requiem" CD which was made 
public by Kraklund Records back in '97. If you aren't 
a millionaire or not willing to sell your parents on 
the slave market in Tortugas in order to raise some 
cash for obscure vinyl but are down to check out this 
godsend unit I urge you to find the CD (something 1 
usually despise) as this disc brings value for money 
into your household.

Not only is 
that a rarity in the world of underground punk rock; it's usually 
a sure sign that a band has over-stayed its welcome and is now 
only resting on the faded memory of past deeds of greatness. I 
can think of only a few bands that have managed to carry on for 
so long and still deliver the same amount of sonic impact as 
when they started.

I was aervous about this record because I really 
really wanted to like it I had seen this incarnation of BN a 
couple of tones and actually got a little tear? eyed because they

San Diego's H/C punk rawkin' party boys have dropped 11 
ripping tracks on an unsuspecting world of drones. Vokillist Sid 
Row has an Earth shatteringly powerful voice that leads the way 
for the rest of the dudes in BASURA to lay all in their way to 
waste. This band has been a steady staple on the SD punk scene 
for the last few years, playing regularly and setting up shows 
for many touring bands. These dudes are about bringing the 
punx together and having a good time while doing so.
